WASHINGTON. June I—Presi­ 
dent Truman’s emergency strike 
control bill went back to the house 
today minus some of the teeth it 
possessed when that chamber gave 
it smashing approval a week ago. 
The senate approved the bill 
early today at the end of a 13*4 
hour session which climaxed a 
week of bitter debate. The final 
vote was 61 to 20. 
Twenty-eight Republicans and 
33 Democrats joined to pass th# 
measure In Its final amended form. 
The opposition listed 13 Demo­ 
crats. including the tight little bloc 
of new dealers, six Republicans 
and Progressive Robert M. Lafol- 
Jette of Wisconsin.

When municipal 
corporation makes an appropriation of property, and fails to pay or taka possassion thereof, within 
six months after the assessment of compensation s hall have been made, its right to make sqeh appro­ 
priation on tho terms of the assessment so made sh all cease and determine, and lands so appropriated 
shall ba reliaved from all incumbrance on account o f any of the proceedings in such case, and the judg­ 
ment or order of the court directing such assessm ent to be paid shall cease to ba of any effect, ex­ 
cept as to the costs adjudged against the corporation. 
Upon motion of any defendant, such costs 
may he retaxed, and a reasonable attorney’s fee pa id to the attorney of such defendant, which, togeth­ 
er with any other proper expenses incurred by th e defendant, may ba included in the costs.”
